Neuritis is a disease of 


the nervous system. It 
means inflammation of a 
nerve. Where more than 
one nerve is affected, it is 
multiple 
neuritis. 
The 


pain suffered in neuritis is 
similar in many respects to 
that suffered in neuralgia 
and in rheumatism. 


When neuritis is lasting, 


it leads to a form of palsy, 
or paralysis. The muscles 
become unable to respond 
to nervous impulse, or if 
they respond, it is but 
feebly. 


Neuritis like neuralgia 


may be caused by a local 
misplacement of joints of 
the backbone, but where it 
affects many nerves, the 
cause is usually found in a 
misplacement that is caus- 
ing cord pressure.
